TARIFF BILL CONDEMNED 


Many and strong are the protests 


lodged against tho tariff measure now 
before congress. In this stale. Gover- 
nor Cox was among the ilrst to pro- 
test against the proposed tariff of 35 
cents a barrel on crude oil and 25 
cenls a barrel on fuel oil. Tariff Im- 
posts such as these, would odd to tho 
cost of living everywhere because the 
price of fuel aftocis everybody ami 
many of our factories are using oil 
tor fuel inslead of coal. Thus Ihe tex- 
tile Industries and others 
would 
be 


Injuriously affected as a result of this 
tax, although possibly benefited by 
other provisions of the measure. 


This duty would cut down the Im- 


ports of oil from Mexico and elsewhere 
and would cause a heavy drain upon 
the domestic supply, which Is our re- 
Jiatice In the future. Moreover, 
the 


more oil used In our factories, the less 
coal will be required, and hence the 
price of coal will thereby be kept down 
and the supply conserved. 


To Impose a heavy tariff on oil would 


cut down the quantity imported and 
jnake Lhe product available at a lower 
price to our business rivals. It is esti- 
mated that 20 per cent of the oil used 
in tho United States is Imported frotn 
Mexico. Besides, 
Iho Mexican oil Is 


^regarded as the best obtainable for 
:'navy use and should America cut down 
her Imports, other nations, particularly 
Great Britain would gladly take what 
tie might fall to lake as a result of 
*uch a tariff ns proposed. 


There Is another feature of the bill 


which Is even more objectionable and 
that is the proposition to compute tho 
tariff not on the value ot the article 
In the market of its origin, but on Us 
Value in the American market, Its 
price to the consumer. It can be read- 
ily seen that the Imposition of a tariff 
'"will increase the price of commodities 
«nd that by the proposed system of 
valuation this Increase would form 
part of the amount upon which tho 
tariff or tor would bo levied. Thus 
the 
American consumer would 
lie 


called upon to pay a tariff on a tariff, 
which would be tinjusl and absurd. 


It Is high tiniD to call a halt to this 


»nd other features ot tho tariff meas- 
ure, which are framed to afford special 
interests a monopoly and to increa.se 
the! cost of living, which Is still very 
nigh although now on the decline.

THE IRISH CONFERENCE 


Surely as a result of three hours' 


conference 
between 
Premier Lloyd 


George and President De Valera, both 
•gentlemen haye reached an understand- 
ing as to their mutual views of what 
would constitute a proper settlement 
of the Irish question. 


Doubtless, the premier's object was 


to find, so far as he could, just what 
would be the demands of the Irish 
delegation, or whether a middle ground 
of compromise could be reached. 
On 


the other hand. President Be Valcra's 
aim was to ascertain what would be 
the utmost the British government will 
grant- With that Information obtained 
as fully as possible, the Irish delegation 
will report back to the people and will 
doubtless seek an endorsement of the 
plan of settlement in a referendum of 
the people. 


It Is assumed that the British pre- 


mier will not consent to consider any 
measure that would involve separation 
of Ireland from England. It Is also 
assumed, as it has been stated repeat- 
edly, that Ireland can have anything 
she wants short of separation. That 
will mean dominion home rule. Here, 
then, are things that will be Insisted 
upon: First, dominion home rule with 
hscal autonomy. 
Second, one parlia- 


ment for all Ireland wilh the privilege 
of retaining provincial 
parliaments 


such as that of Ulster. 


The Ulster minority will prolest, of 


course, against uniting with the re- 
mainder of Ireland on any measure of 
Mil-government, although tbe recent 
boycott has taught Ulster a valuable 
lesson. There Is no reason why that 
minority should be allowed to domi- 
nate the situation. The Ulster minor- 
ity is made up of the descendants of 
the "Ulster plantation" early In the 
17th century when the Earls of Tyrone 
and Tyrconnell were defeated In rebel- 
lion, their lands seized and parcelled 
out to English and Scotch settlers In 
160S, with Belfast as the capital. 


With British backing and assistance, 


these Ulster settlers have affected to 
be more loyal to the British flag than 
the king. It Is hoped they will decide 
to Join with those who are trying to 
establish peace and harmony through- 
out Ireland. If they don't sui-mlt vol- 
untarily, 
then 
compulsion must bs 


used.

About thia time 25 years ago. Wil- 


liam Jennings Bryan was hailed as a 
phenomenal orator, the equal ot Cicero 
»nd Demosthenes. In the old Sun of 
July 1E> his famous speech at the dem- 
ocratic national convention was printed 
in full. 
Anion^ tho comments printed 


vere the following: 


"The delegates sat as if enchanted. 
It was a display of eloquence pure and 
undelilcd. Henry Clay himself could 
not have created so great a turore."— 
Signed. Amos J. Cummings. 


"Bryan's speech was the finest I have 


ever listened to"—John P. Altgeld, 
governor of Illinois. 


"All that the imagination pictures of 


Demosthenes and Cicero, all that we 
have heard of the great orators of the 
English tongue, was realized."—Henry 
George. 
• 


The speech must have taken 
three 


quarters.of an hour to deliver. It sus- 
tained 
a high oratorical standard 


throughout and was delivered with 
perfervid spirit and expression. 
The 


closing passage in which the orator 
used the :cross of gold simile was 
follows: 


"Therefore we care not upon what 


lines the battle Is fuught. If they say 
bimetallism is good, but we cannot 
have it unless fame nation, helps us, 
we reply that Instead of. having a gold 
standard because England has, we 
shall restore bimetallism, and then le: 
EnKland have bimetallism because the 
United States has. If they dared 
to 


como out and in the open defend the 
gold standard as a good thing, wo shall 
fight them to the uttermost, having be- 
hind us the producing masses of thi: 
nation and the world; having behim 
•us the commercial interests 
and 
tho 


laboring interests and all the toiling 
masses, we shall answer their demands 
for a gold standard by saying to them 
You shall not press down upon thi 
Ibrow of labor (his crown of thorns 
You shall not crucify mankind upon a 
cross of gold." 


Mr. Bryan's oratory did not con 


vert Peter H. Donohoe. the delegat 
from Lowell as the following state 
menl from the old Sun shows:

AND'T. B. PATIENTS 


The opening of wards In general 


hospitals for tuberculous patients, as 
recommended by the American MedL- 
cnl association at Us recent annual 
meeting in Boston, will, It Is believed 
by the U- S. Public Health service, be 
of enormous benefit not Only to most 
of the two million known victims of 
the disease In the United States but 
also to thousands of others in whom 
the disease is Incipient and easily sup- 
presslble. If promptly treated. Tuber- 
culosis In this stage is difficult and 
o^tcn impossible of positive diagnosis, 
even by an expert; and many persons, 
even when told by their family doctor 
that their casa Is "suspicious" 
and

Many general hospitals 
could easily cnlargo their facilities by 
fitting up ward?, roofs, porches, and 
unused open air spaces and, thus pro- 
vide greatly netdod space for tuber- 
culous patients, both former army men 
and civilians. 


The routine treatment 
of 
tuber- 


culous patients In all general hospi- 
tals. Instead of as at present In bnl> 
about one-eighth of those in JSe coun- 
try should enable people In moilerat 
circumstances to obtain preliminary 
treatment In their hom« towns Jn 
stead of being forced lo go withou 
or to go to resorts. Such preliminary 
treatment would habituate, the patient 
to the regime essential to his cure 
and to the protection ot others *nd 
would enable him to go back to hli 
home nnd get well under home- treat- 
ment, us he probably would not hay* 
done without such training. 


In short the result of opening the 


general hospitals to tuberculous pa- 
Icnts will, it Is believed, 
be very 


argoly preventatlve and will thus be 
n line with ihe medical tendency of 
.he day, which is looking more and 
more to prevention instead of to cur*.

: It is assumed that the British pr« 
mler will not consent to consider an 
measure that would Involve separatio 
of Ireland from England. It is als 
assumed, as it has been stated repea 
edly, that Ireland can have anytiin 
she wants short of separation, Th 
will mean dominion home rule. Her 
then, are things that will be inslste 
upon: First, dominion home rule wi 
fiscal autonomy. Second, one parii 
merit for all Ireland with the prlvlleg 
of 
retaining provincial 
parllamen 


such as that of Ulster. 


The Ulster minority will protest, 


course, against uniting with the re- 
mainder of Ireland on any measjre of 
celt-government, although the recent 
boycott has taught Ulster ^ valuable 
lesson. There is no reason why that 
minority should be allowed lo domi- 
nate the situation. The Ulster minor- 
ity Is made up of the descendants of 
the "Ulster plantation" early In the 
17th century when the Earls of Tyrone 
and Tyrconnell were defeated in rebel- 
lion, their lands seized nnd parcelled 
out to Kngllsh and Scotch settlers In 
1608. with Belfast as the capital.

Quarter Century Ago 


Mr. Brymn'» Oratory 


About this time 25 years ago. Wil- 


liam Jennings Bryan was hailed as a 
phenomenal orator, the equal of Cicero 
and Demosthenes. In the old Sun of 
July ID his famous speech at the dem- 
ocratic national convention was printed 
In full. Among the comments printed 
wero the following'. 


"The delegates sat as If enchanted. 


It was a display of eloquence pure and 
undeflled. Henry Clay himself could 
not have created so great a furore."— 
Signed. Amos 3. Cummings. 


"Bryan's speech was Iho finest I havo 


ever listened to"—John P. Alisold, 
governor of Illinois. 


"All that the imagination pictures of 


Domosliienes and Cicero, all that ive 
havo heard of the great orators of the 
Knglish tongue, was realized."—Henry 
George. 


The speech must have taken 
three 


quarters of an hour to deliver. It sus- 
tained 
a high oratorical 
standard 


throughout and 'was delivered witii 
pcrtervid spirit and expression. The 
closing passage in which the orator 
•used the cross of gold simile was as 
follows: 


"Therefore we caro not upon what 


linos the battle Is fought. If they say 
bimetallism is good, but we cannot 
have it unless some nation helps us, 
•we reply that instead of having a. gold 
standard because 
England 
hns, we 


shall res.lore bimetallism, and then le; 
Kngland have bimetallism because the 
United States has. 
If they dared 
to 


coinr; out and in (lie open defend the 
gold standard as a good thing, we shall 
fisht them to the uttermost, having he- 
hind us the producing masses of 
nation and the world; having hehlni 
us the commercial Interests and the 
laboring Interests and all the toiling 
masses, we shall answer their demands 
for a gold standard by saying to them- 
You shall not press down upon the 
brow of labor this crown of thorns 
You shall not crucify mankind.upon a 
cross of gold."
